W e all like to think of ourselves 
as masters of our own destinies 
— shaping our futures accor¬ 
ding to the decisions we make in life, 
secure in our hopes for the things to 

But it is an illusion, for far out in 
the immensity of space there exist 
forces that can control the fates of 
countless species as easily as we might, 
keep a hive of bees. And of all these 
powers there are none greater than the 
beings known as The Guardians! 

To understand their abilities would 
require a degree of comprehension too 
vast for mortals to contemplate. The 
Guardians have the power, when 
necessary, to affect the influence every 
single decision made by every life form 
in all times and in all places. They 
can change, at will, the structure of a 
cosmos or preserve the life of an 
amoeba — so great are their abilities! 

Strange to believe then, that even 
the Guardians are slaves to certain laws 
that they cannot transgress. Both 
Guardians, for there are two of them, 
must ultimately strive for a balance in 


the universe. The White Guardian — 
sometimes known as The Guardian of 
Light in Time — strives for stability, 
working to maintain a peaceful and 
tranquil Universe. The Guardian of 
Darkness — the Black Guardian — 
brings chaos! Yet from his violent 
periods of strife come new ideas and 
rapid changes. 

The two Guardians ceaselessly ply 
their wills upon the cosmos, each 
watching the other, wary of any 
developments that might upset the 
state of universal equilibrium. Should 
that state of balance ever collapse then 
a fail-safe system exists that can 
literally stop time, allowing the 
challenging Guardian to reset the 
forces in the universe and restore 
universal harmony. Only one thing is 
necessary to achieve this incredible 
feat — The Key to Time . . . possibly 
the most powerful object in the entire 
universe. 

Who devised and constructed this 
awesome key, nobody knows, not 
even the Time Lords. The Doctor 
himself had only heard of the Key as,

an incredible ( myth until he was called 
upon to be instrumental in its 
assembly. 

Summoning the Doctor to a realm 
outside the normal Space/Time 
Continuum, the White Guardian 
appeared before the Doctor in the 
guise of an elderly gentleman, dressed 
in a white suit and a Panama hat. In 
truth the Guardians are shapeless 
masses in space, manifesting 
themselves only in physical form when 
required. 

Quietly, the White Guardian 
explained the nature of the Key to 
Time to the Doctor... 

"The Key to Time is a perfect cube 
which maintains the equilibrium of 
Time itself. It consists of six segments 
which are scattered and hidden

It would be 
the Doctor's task to assemble the six 
components so that the White 
Guardian might halt the oncoming tide 
of Universal Chaos. As the two parted 
the White Guardian gave a final 
warning. The Black Guardian too was 
seeking the Key to aid hi? grand design 
of disruption and in that he must be 
thwarted. "Beware the Black 
Guardian!" 

To help him on his quest the 
Guardian provided the Doctor with 
two aids. Firstly the Locator/Core - a 
slender wand-like device which, when 
linked to the TARpiS's navigational 
circuits, would give the Space/Time 
co-ordinates for each segment in 
sequence. Then, in closer proximity, 
the Locator would act like a geiger 


counter - pointing the direction to 
each segment. Finally, when brought 
into contact with the disguised arti¬ 
fact, it would transform its shape back 
into a perfectly cut crystal of 
immeasurable purity. Each segment 
would fit together with its fellows 
until the cube was formed. The 
Locator Core would then be inserted 
into the cube, activating the most 
powerful force in creation — The Key 
to Time! 

The Doctor's second aid was the 
Lady Romanadvoratrelundar — a triple 
first Graduate from the Time Lord 
Academy on Gallifrey. With K-9 along 
to provide the heavy artillery, the trio 
set out on their quest. 

They found the first segment on 
the medieval winter planet of Ribos in 
the constellation of Skyth’a. 
Thousands of years ago the segment 
had assumed the properties of a lump 
of Jethrik — a blue mineral of priceless 
value to star travelling races. A minute 
quantity of Jethrik can yield enough 
fuel energy to power an inter-stellar 
cruiser and the piece located on Ribos 


was large enough to build a fleet of 
battle ships. 

A greedy villain from Earth named 
Garron had acquired, by dubious 
means, the previous mineral which 
formed an integral part of an elaborate 
confidence trick. His victim on Ribos 
was the Graff Vynda-K, a deposed 
aristocratic dictator anxious to win 
back his throne.by using the Jethrik to 
trade for arms, equipment and men. 
Yet neither Vynda-K nor Garron 
realised the true value of this 
particular piece of Jethrik. 

Obtaining and converting the first 
segment was relatively easy by com¬ 
parison with the search for the second 

The Locator led them to the planet 
Calufrax, a cold, wet icy world the 
Doctor neatly summed up as being 
"Paralysingly dull, boring and 
tedious". Nevertheless when they tried 
to land the TARDIS there, the two 
^discovered themselves on another 
planet — Zanak, the pirate world, 
ruled over by a blustering dictator, 
half man, half robot, known only as

"The Captain”. As their investigations 
continued, the Doctor and Romana 
uncovered one of the most terrible 
crimes in the universe. Zanak was a 
hollow world that jumped through 
space, materialising around captive 
planets and then sucking it dry of 
mineral resources until nothing 
remained but a super-compressed husk 
of a planet just big enough to fit into 
the Captain's "trophy room". 

Eventually the Doctor deduced that 
the planet Calufrax itself was the 
second segment but by that time 
Zanak's mining machines had done 
their work only too well! The planet 
was captive and its resources drained. 
The Doctor's major problem was how 
to remove Calufrax from the trophy 
room without causing instant gravita¬ 
tional collapse. To this day the 
Doctor's tampering with hyper-spacial 
force shields to accomplish the task 
remains a scientific mystery! 

Earth in the 20th Century was the 
time travellers' next port of call and a 
rendezvous with another sinister lady, 
Vivian Fey, alias "The Cailleach", a 
galactic criminal from the planet 
Diplos. This blue-skinned alien proved 
JO 


to be the Doctor's greatest enemy so 
far on the quest because she under¬ 
stood some of the properties of the 
third segment. Vivian Fey had stolen 
the jewelled necklace and learned to 
use its transmutative qualities to 
disguise her own body. 

The fourth segment drifted down 
onto the .beautiful planet of Tara 
where it disguised itself as part of a 
statue owned by the aristocratic 
family, the Grachts. A'villainous and 
scheming family, the Grachts had 
managed to win a controlling interest 
in the politics of Tara after the 
holocaust of a nuclear war. 

A curious myth had grown up 
around the Gracht statue that if ever it 
changed, the fortunes of the Grachts 
would change with it. Hence, when 
Romana transmuted part of the edifice 
into the segment crystal it was.enough 
to worry the current Count Grendel of 
Gracht quite considerably. Sure 
enough the Count's plans to wrest the 
crown of Tara came to nothing and he 
was disgraced before the other royal 
families. Perhaps there was some truth 
to the story after all. 

The timeless qualities of the fifth 


segment had, been recognised by the 
primitive swamp dwellers on the 
planet Delta Magna. There the segment 
had assumed the shape of a holy relic 
and was carried by the Swampies to 
the moon. Delta Three where the 
Swampies worshipped a large squid¬ 
like creature called the Kroll and had 
done so since the Kroll appeared to 
them devouring both a high priest and 
the holy relic. Over the centuries, the 
curious properties of the segment 
mutated the Kroll, causing him to 
grow into a monster almost five miles 
across! The creature had slept during 
the growth period and it was only the 
drilling operations of an experimental 
methane refineiy on the swamp edge 
which awoke it during the Doctor's 
visit. In a terrifying display of power, 
the giant squid attacked the refinery 
forcing the Doctor to take a desperate 
gamble. With the Tracer outstretched 
before him the Time Lord advanced 
boldly towards the hungry mouth of 
the great monster. Just in the nick of 
time the Locator transformed the 
segment in its stomach and the 
mutated cells vanished, leaving behind 
the glistening chunk of crystal. It was 



the fifth segment! 

Five down, one to go and as the 
TARDIS headed for the warring twin 
planets of Atrois and Zeos the Doctor 
expressed his fear that the Black 
Guardian would now show his hand! 

Sure enough the Doctor, Romana 
and K-9 found a sinister reception 
awaiting them in the form of the 
wraith-like Shadow and his army of 
mutes. An embodiment of the Black 
Guardian's evil, the Shadow had gone 
straight to the location of the sixth 
and final segment to await the 
Doctor's coming with the five 
assembled pieces. Neither the Doctor 
nor the Shadow knew the precise dis¬ 
guise of the segment at first but as the 
horrifying events unfolded, a terrible 
truth dawned. The segment was not 
disguised as an inorganic artifact, but 
was embodied in the person of 
Princess Astra — the sixth child of the 
sixth generation of the sixth dynasty 
of the House of Atrios. 

It was the Shadow who first 


tracked Astra down and watched over 
her transformation into the final 
component for the all-powerful Key, 
but the Doctor hijacked the completed 
Key and made for the safety of the 
TARDIS, leaving the Shadow to await 
Death at the hands of the Atrian 
Marshal he had for so long 
commanded.

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Man behind monster voices 


With the re-run ot 
“Destiny of the Daleks” 
about to burst on our 
screens, spare a thought for 
the hard-working actor 
whose task it is to provide 
the menacing vocal tones of 
the Doctor’s deadly enemies 
- the Daleks. 

In real life, Roy Skelton 
is a modest, unassuming 
family man from South 
London. Only behind the 
microphone does his slightly 
“throaty” voice* alter to 
strike fear into the hearts of 
millions. Roy has been 
doing monster voices since 
1966, when le first 
appeared in the 'Dr Who 
adventure “The Ark” as the 
voice of the, Monoids. Later 
that year he provided the 
curious speech patterfi for 
the mark I Cybermen voices 
for “The Wheel in Space” 
along with the other celeb¬ 
rated voice artist, Peter 
Hawkins. 

Roy had to wait until the 
Seventies to speak in the 
metallic tones of the Daleks, 
in the 1973 adventure, 
“Planet of the Daleks”. 

Viewers of “The Kro- 


tons” will also remember 
Roy Skelton’s “East End 
electronic voice” given to 
the Krotons for their four 
part story. 

When working on the 
voice for a monster, Roy 
often works with a device 
known as a Ring Modulator 
which converts human 
speech into an electronic 
Warble that can be altered in 
quality and tone depending 
on the type of voice 
required. For example, the 
Daleks metallic grating 
tones, while Cybermen tend 
to be on the “tinny” side.

a plea for recognition 


These days a sighting of 
the famous blue police box 
instantly brings the word 
TARDIS to mind. Open the 
wooden front doors and 
step inside a gigantic coritrol 
room filled with strange 
instruments. 

We have become so 
accustomed to identifying 
police boxes with time ships 
that many people, especially 
youngsters who have never 
seen them on the streets, do 
not know what police boxes 
/ere originally for. 

Fifteen years ago they 
/ere a common enough 
sight on street comers 
throughout London. Built 
of concrete and wood, their 


prime function was to act as 
a temporary cell for arrested 
persons in the days before 
the wide use of Panda Cars 
by the Police force. The 
panel on the left hand door 
opened to reveal a tele¬ 
phone to use for emergency 
calls to the fire, police or 
ambulance services. Every 
policeman on the beat had a 
key to a police box and it 
was not unknown for them 
to use the interiors as a 
shelter to eat sandwiches on 
rainy night duties. 

The familiar police box 
shapes vanished early in the 
Seventies when the increa¬ 
sing use of walkie-talkies 
and patrol cars made them 
obsolete.
